Cook's Is Gutted by Fire 


Tuesday Morning;

The dreams of three brothers 
went up in smoke Tuesday morn- 
ing, when Cook’s at 1045 San 
Pablo Avenue was gutted by fire.

Fire Losses Down in 61 
Although Number of 


Calls Are Up-- 


Fire losses in Albany were cut 
to $9,187.63 in 1961, Fire Chief 
Gerald Browne reported in his 
annual report to the City Coun- 
ceil. 

This figure is below 1960's to- 
tal of $15,820, although the num- 
ber of fires increased from 86 to 
90. 

The Albany Fire Department 
traveled 6,671 miles in respond- 
ing to 274 emergency calls, in- 
cluding 93 inhalator calls. 

One person died in a dwelling 
fire in 1961, the same as 1960. 
No persons were injured in blaz- 
es in either year. 

The department operated on a 
$171,997 annual budget for an ap- 


proved staff of 14 firemen and| 


six supervisory officers. “Con- 
duct of personnel in the Fire De- 
partment is consistent with the 
reputation established by the atti- 
tude of dedicated workers. For 
this I am appreciative and offer 
my compliments to all members 
of my command,” Browne wrote 
in his introduction to the report.

All this talk about the city 
attorney’s race is moving from 
the ridiculous to the sublime.

I would be grateful if you 
would permit me to bring the 
following information to the at- 
tention of the voters: 


Lewis Howell under date of 
March 28, '62 Albany Times sub- 
mits a resume of his past record 
as Councilman to the voters for 
his re-election. It just amuses 
me to read about his accomplish- 
ments. I wonder where I was 
when all that took place, since 
for 11 years I was right there 
on the Council. But we, the vot- 
ers, who KNOW Mr. Howell, and 
KNOW what to EXPECT of him 
once the election is over, will vote 
accordingly. 

JOEL PARKER in the same 
issue of your paper submits his 
candidacy to succeed himself with 
the statement, “that he was 
elected in the recall with one of 
the largest votes ever cast for an 
Albany Councilman.” Is _ he 
PROUD of having participated at 
that time in an “artificial elec- 
tion,” where hysteria and hatred 
prevailed, where people were 
asked to leave their hospital beds 
to come and vote, and where 
others, who had moved out of 
Albany but were still within the 
54-day limit were urged to come 
and vote? 

Mr. Parker, in the Albany 
Times, says he wishes to be re- 
elected because he is interested 
in bringing honest dignified gov- 
ernment to Albany. He claims 
that actions speak louder than 
words and wishes to be judged 
by his VOTING record. 

Well, let’s analyze Mr. Parker 
as a Councilman. He leaves Al- 
bany in the morning for San 
Francisco and returns at night. 
People who ride with him in the 
bus have teld me that. There- 
fore, he does NOT know what is 
going on in Albany, other than 
what is being TOLD to him. At 
Council meetings he sits, he does

Our sales tax revenues have 
decreased in Albany due to a de- 
crease in business within the 
community, My thought is that 
if the city council could cooper- 
ate with each other, first of all, 
and with the Chamber of Com- 
merce and other merchants to 
create an improved business 
climate, possibly we in Albany 
eould attract new customers and 
new businesses that would buy 
and sell in Albany. Thru this 
improved business activity the 
sales volume would go up, hence 
the sales tax revenues would 
also go up. I do not wish to see 
Albany’s sales tax rate increased. 


I believe in frugal use of funds. 
Indescriminate tax increase and 
expenditure of our money is 
harmful to us as taxpayers, how- 
ever, we must pay for what we 
get. If our citizens demand in- 
creased services or even desire to 
keep the level of service the city 
now renders a property tax in- 
crease may be necessary if we 
are unable to get revenue from 
other sources, 


I would like to urge every citi- 
zen in Albany to come to the pub- 
lic hearing on the Blind Orienta- 
tion Center to be held April 16, 
1962. I feel that the proposed 
site location at the north end of 
Adams and Madison streets:is of 
vital importance to all of us. I 
have no objection to the Orienta- 
tion Center being located in Al- 
bany. However, I would like to 
see it located on a portion of the 
state owned land which is within 
Albany. Approximately 20 per- 
cent of Albany’s above water area 
is not tax producing because it 
is either owned by the University 
of California or the Department 
of Agriculture. 


In view of my earlier state- 
ments regarding tax revenues I 
feel that the flat, undeveloped 
land, laying at our northerly city 
limits from San Pablo Avenue 
to the Eastshore Freeway has 
great potential to become Al- 
bany’s frontier in business de- 
velopment. I feel it is vitally 
important that we attempt to 
save 2.5 acres in this potent com- 
mercial location from the State 
of California Land Acquisition 
Board.

Editor, The Times: 

Albany’s municipal election in 
April provides opportunities for 
discussion of major issues. I hope 
that serious consideration will be 
given by citizens and candidates, 
alike, to the matter of a park on 
Albany Hill. 

A portion of the hill remains 
in much the same state as it was 
when the Indians ate their sea 
food at its base or ground their’ 
acorns on its rocks. If Albany’s 
citizens permit that natural asset 
to be lost it would be a loss for 
the entire Bay Area. Although 
this is not as important as other 
larger conservation projects, 
there are many conservation 
groups which might be willing to 
help, but the initiative must come 
from the people of Albany. The 
Albany Hill Association now has 
members working on gathering 
information as to practical steps 
which must be taken, but to be 
successful the project needs sup- 
port from all parts of the town. 

Residents of this area who 
have never explored the hill 
might go and see for themselves 
what is there. The wild flowers 
are now in bloom and although 
they are not in the same abund- 
ance as they once were they could 
be replanted. The rocks with the 
holes where the Indians ground 
their acorns can still be seen on 
the paces slope of the hill.

Be- 
cause the Orientation Center is 
unique in the world, it is visited 
by an average of two or three 
educators, sociologists, or other 
experts every week.

Il, PURCHASES AND PAY- 
ROLL, (Total nearly $250,000 per

2. Larger purchases, Purchases 
over $100 are made by the State 
Purchasing Department. If local 
prices are competitive, Center ad- 
vises purchase from local sup- 
plier if possible. 

3. Food. The main food items 
are bought quarterly. In placing 
large orders for canned goods, 
meats, ete., local suppliers would 
be used where possible. The rule 
is to place the order in response 
to the lowest bid consistent with 
good judgment. This automatical- 
ly favors the local supplier, who 
has lower overhead and delivery 
costs. 

4. Payroll, The staff, including 
| teachers, clerical staff and others 
will total about 30. The payroll 
will range from $150,000 to $200,- 
000°per year. A substantial per- 
centage of the staff will likely 
buy or build homes in Albany. 
Many now rent homes or apart- 
ments because they have known 
for some years that the Center 
would have to move from its 
present location in Oakland. 

5. Purchases by students and 
friends. Average enrollment will 
be about 40 trainees, ranging in 
age from 18 to 50, with a few 
older than 50. Because they will 
be at the Center 6-7 months, they 
will have to buy clothes as well 
as day-to-day items. They will of- 
i ten eat meals in local restaurants.
